of  the  laws  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  its 
successors  and  assigns,  be  and  it  is  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  exclusively  to 
use  for  a  period  of  fifty  years,  subject  to  all  50  years, 
the  forms  and  conditions  mentioned  herein, 
including  those  relating  to  revaluation  upon 
the  expiration  of  every  recurring  period 
of  ten  years  hereunder  during  said  whole 
period  of  fifty  years,  all  that  part  of  the 
westerly  half  of  Pier  No.  2,  forming  a

Whereas,  Ma ny  counties  of  the  State,  through  legis- 
lative grant,  have  abolished  the  sale  of  spirituous  liquors 
and  thereby  exempted  themselves  in  the  matter  of  con- 
tributing to  State  support  from  a  license  tax  on  this 
commodity ;  and 

Whereas,  The  revenue  which  flows  into  the  coffers  of 
the  State  as  a  liquor  license  tax  from  Baltimore  city  and 
the  unexempted  counties  inures  to  the  benefit  of  the 
whole  State  (exempted  territory  included)  thus  mak- 
ing it  manifestly  apparent  that  such  a  system  is  wrong- 
in  principle,  faulty  in  operation  and  in  conflict  witli 
the  spirit  of  the  constitution;  therefore 

Section  1.  Be  it  resolved  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  City  Solicitor  be  and  he 
is  hereby  respectfully  requested  to  prepare  a  bill  and
